The June term grand jury, in its 
final report to Circuit Judge J. 
Wesley McAfee today, urged a cam- 
paign of investigation and prosecu- 
tion against “the distributors of 
racing information and the inter- 
change of bets, the higher-ups who 
are the source of law violations.” 


The grand jurors thus described, 
without naming them, Beverly 
Brown and Clarence (Gully) Owen, 
holders of a local monopoly in 
racing information, with wide- 
spread political connections and an 
important sideline of court bonding 
activities. 

“We recommend,” the grand 
jury’s report said, “that a future 
grand jury make the thorough in- 
vestigation of race-horse gambling 
its first order of business. All law 
enforcement agencies should pro- 
ceed with zeal and effort toward an 
effective co-operative solution of 
the problem.” 

Only Small Fry Molested. 

“The grand jury believes,” the re- 
port detlared, “there has not been 
the proper zeal and co-operation 
between the various law-enforcing 
agencies; otherwise it does not 
seem possible that an infant ac- 
tivity could grow tg be the major 
enterprise it is today. 

“It is common knowledge that 
the small fellows are arrested now 
and then. Fines, though, are easily 
paid out of swollen profits, and 
lawyers wave magical formulas in 
postponing or evading trial and 
punishment. 

“It must be apparent by now, 
however, that it is not, the corner 
shopkeeper -vith the single slot 
machine that should be haled into 
court as he is today, but instead the 
manufacturer and distributor who 
are the sources of the machines.

Brothers Morris and Louis 
Charged Jointly; Addi- 
tional Perjury Bill Against 


the Former. 


IN PEARL GARMENT 
CO. BANKRUPTCY 


U. S. Grand Jury Action 
Based on Confused Deals 
—Order to Turn Over 
$85,942 Pending. 


Morris and Louis Londe, brothers 
and partners in the defunct Pearl 
Garment Co., which closed its doors 
last year owing creditors more than 
$125,000, were charged with con- 
cealment of assets in an indictment 
voted by the Federal grand jury 
today. 

Morris Londe also was charged, 
in another indictment, with perjury 
in connection with his testimony 
before the late John A. Hope, Ref- 
eree in Bankruptcy. 

The Londes have been at liberty 
under $10,000 bond each since last 
September on Federal warrants 
charging concealment of assets in 
violation of the bankruptcy laws. 
An application for an order direct- 
ing the brothers to turn over $85,- 
942 in assets alleged to have been 
concealed is pending before the 
present Referee in Bankruptcy, El- 
mer E. Pearcy. 

Basis of Indictment. 

The concealment indictment, in 
two counts, is based on the many 
and confused transactions of the 
firm during the seven and a half 
months before creditors filed an in- 
voluntary petition in bankruptcy 
Aug. 22, 1936. 

In the perjury charge against 
Morris Londe there is only one 
count, which includes a transcript 
of virtually all his testimony before 
Referee Hope at the hearing on the 
application for the turn-over order, 
held last April. 

Maximum penalty on each count 
on the concealment charge is two 
years in prison and $10,000 fine; on 
the perjury, five years and $10,000 
fine. 

At the first hearing in the bank- 
ruptcy case, last September, Mor- 
ris Londe testified he turned over 
sums totaling nearly $70,000 to 
Louis to obtain the release of their 
brother, Isadore, former Egan 
gangster, from Michigan State 
penitentiary. The day after he 
gave this testimony, however, Mor- 
ris testified Louis had confessed to 


|him the night before that he had 


not used the money for the parole 
but, instead, on “gambling and 
women.” 

Morris later was forced to admit 
on the witness stand that he did 
not turn the money over to Louis 
until June, 1936, although their 
brother had been released from 
prison in March. 

Defense Lawyer’s Theory. 

At the close of the hearing last 
April, Morris G. Levinson, attorney 
for the Londes, said their position 
with reference to the missing 
money was that Morris had cleared 
himself by proving he had turned 
the money over to Louis and that 
Louis was simply indebted to the 
company in the amount he took. 

There was no evidence in the rec- 
ord to substantiate Louis’ asser- 
tion that he had gambled _ the 
money away. He refused, on the 
ground of self-incrimination, to tes- 
tify in his own behalf, but did take 
the stand to corroborate Morris’ 
testimony of having given him the 
money. He said he had told Mor- 
ris he would need the money for 
the parole for Isadore, although he 
knew what Morris did not then 
know—that Isadore was to be pa- 
roled anyhow. 

In arguments last month on the 
application for the turn-over order, 
Robert Burnett, attorney for Trus- 
tee Hans Wulff, charged the broth- 
ers had entered into a conspiracy 
to defraud creditors, citing testi- 
mony that the Londes overbought 
materials for their business, sold 
them at below cost, appropriated 
the money and “kissed their cred- 
itors good-by.” 

Burnett argued that their version 
of what happened to the money was 
unbelievable and pointed to their 
conflicting statements in test 
mony, refusals to testify and their 
previously frugal habits of life. The 
lawyer declared the nature of the 
Londe defense indicated that “Louis 
is to take the ‘rap,’ but Morris has 
to be saved.”

15-HOUR BATTLE 
AMONG THE PEAKS 


Government’s Men Flee in 
Hand-to-Hand Combat— 
Russian General Reported 
Sent From Valencia. 


By the Associated Press. 

HENDAYE, French-Spanish Bor- 
der, Sept. 10.—Insurgents reported 
today that they had smashed Gov- 
ernment resistance in the high Eu- 
ropa Mountain section, bulwark of 
the Gijon defenses, after a 15-hour 
battle. 

The defense line broke and the 
defenders fled in hand-to-hand 
fighting along mountain trails 
more than 1000 feet above the sea. 

Five Government planes were 
shot down. 

Insurgent commanders said they 
had reports that a Russian General, 
Torcez, was sent from Valencia, 
temporary seat of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment, to organize the defenses 
of Gijon, last Government-held port 
in the Spanish Northwest. 

Resistance by Asturians. 

Most of the resistance to’ the 

insurgents’ drive was made by As- 


turians, deemed the fiercest fight- 


ers in the Government’s ranks, 

Insurgent gun crews moved up- 
ward through fog and, rain and 
planted their weapons to dominate 
the historic peak of Covadonga, 
base of the defenders of Gijon. 

Mount Covadonga is about 40 
miles east and slightly south of 
Gijon, 

The insurgent communique said 
Navarrese and Castilian brigades 
were operating in the Europa 
mountain sector, while the coastal 
forces, including the Italian Black 
Arrow Brigade, neared Rivadesella, 
still more than 50 miles from Gijon, 
in their westward push. 

At the rear of the insurgents 
there were encounters with scat- 
tered bands of Government troops, 
all of a minor nature, while rebel 
airmen spanned the ground troops 
in an attack on Gijon itself. The 
bombers struck at a trench line in 
the port city’s suburbs. 

Loyalists Gain in South. 

Government reports said a coun- 
ter-attack north of Leon brought 
recapture of most of the posi- 
tions lost to insurgent troops try- 
ing to drive northward toward 
Gijon. Leon lies about 70 miles 
south of Gijon. 

But even closer to the Biscayan 
port were the comparatively small 
insurgent forces that have held be- 
sieged Oviedo, the Asturian provin- 
cial capital, almost since the be- 
ginning of the civil war. 

Apparently there was a strong 
Government force between’ the 
southern insurgent *columns and 
the rebel garrison at Oviedo. 

There in the Mazuco sector yes- 
terday Gen. Francisco Franco’s men 
launched a vigorous attack support- 
ed by tanks and artillery and cap- 
tured two peaks, but the Asturians 
surged back and regained some po- 
sitions, seized several machine guns 
and two insurgent flags, 


Government Says Rebel Cruiser 
Fled After Long Bombardment. 
VALENCIA, Spain, Sept. 11.—The 

Government Defense Ministry, in a 

belated report on a naval fight off 

the Algerian coast between the 

Government cruiser Libertad and 

the insurgent cruiser Canarias, an- 

nounced last night the Canarias 
was set aflame and fled toward the 

Balearic Islands. 

The clash occurred Tuesday, it 
said. The Canarias was first chal- 
lenged by the Libertad, the Govern- 
ment account said, which fired on 
the other ship for 65 minutes, ap- 
parently without inflicting any dam- 
age. 

Government destroyers joined in 
the fight and the Canarias fled, but 
was sighted later in the day and 
bombarded for an hour and 45 
minutes. 

The average distance between the 
opposing warships was given at 
nearly 10 miles. The Defense Min- 
istry said there were indications 
the Government naval guns regis- 
tered one hit in the second en- 
gagement. 

Insurgent airplanes were engaged 
in both encounters, but failed to 
make a hit, the Government re- 
ported. 


Russian General Reported Killed 
on Aragon Front,

$500,000 OFFERED TO GAMBLER 
TRYING TO RECOUP BIG LOSSES 


He Says He Does Not Need Help 
and Will Continue to Play 
His System.

BIARRITZ, France, Sept. 10.— 
Amleto Battisti of Uruguay, who 
came here to win back $1,000,000 
he lost in 1929 at baccarat, said 
yesterday he probably had lost 
$300,000 more. 

Senora Peresha Cortina Solzetra 
of Argentina, who says’ she is a 
novice, declared “voices” directed 
her playing which kept croupiers 
busy handling her heavy winnings. 

“But I still have confidence in 
my system,” said Battisti. 

He said he had the offer of a 
wealthy Argentine, whom he did 
not identify, of $500,000 if needed. 
He added that he thought he had 
‘plenty’ to continue playing the 
game without calling on friends 
for help. 

Senora Solzetra promised her win- 
nings for charity. 

“A voice told me to go to the 
Casino and play,” she explained. 
“When I play I don’t seem to be 
alive. The cards I receive seem to 
be dropped into my hands, I have 
never played before.” 

Whatever Battisti has lost, Ca- 
sino attendants were quite certain 
that she took $185,000 of it. 


SUBMARINE REPORTED SUNK 
BY GUNNERS AT CARTAGENA 


Oil on Surface After Unidentified 
Craft Is Fired on by Spanish 
Loyalists.

CARTAGENA, Spain, Sept. 10.— 
Spanish Government gunners said 
today they thought they had sunk 
an unidentified submarine off the 
coast near this Government-held 
Mediterranean port. 

Shore batteries opened heavy fire 
when the submarine appeared. Lat- 
er a large amount of oil was seen 
floating on the surface. Boats 
were sent out from Cartagena to 
investigate and raise the craft if it 
could be found. 

Shore batteries also fired at an- 
other submarine in the same vi- 
cinity, but there were no indications 
a hit had been made,

WIFE'S LETTER THAT 
SAVED FLYERS LIF 


Her Picture Also Helped Win 
Franco’s Promise to Free 
Harold Dahl. 


By the Associated Press. 

BURGOS, Spain, Sept. 10.—In- 
surgent Generalissimo Franco’s 
promise yesterday to exchange Har- 
old Dahl, captured Loyalist flyer 
from Champaign, Ill., for any in- 
surgent pilot held by the Spanish 
Government, was obtained by the 
written plea of Dahl’s wife, “Please 
don’t destroy my happiness.” 

Mrs. Dahl wrote from her tempo- 
rary residence in Cannes, France, 
asking life and freedom for her hus- 
band, whose plane was shot down 
behind insurgent lines July 12. Dahl 
is under sentence of death. 

In studied Spanish Mrs. Dahl ad- 
dressed the Generalissimo as “Chief 
of Fascism,” a term Franco dis- 
likes. 

What offset the mistake was Mrs. 
Dahl’s picture, which she inclosed— 
a photograph of a tall, blond Amer- 
ican girl with sparkling eyes. 

“I am the wife of the American 
pilot, Harold Dahl, who has been 
held in military prison at Salaman- 
ca since July 13,” she wrote. “I 
received a letter from him two 
weeks ago. Since then I have heard 
nothing. 

“IT am writing you to explain that 
he was and is a neutral. He joined 
(Government aviation forces) only 
to get money because there are too 
many pilots in the United States air 
force, 

“We have been married only 
eight months. I am all alone. He 
flew only to get money for me. 

“T know you are an intelligent 
man with a great heart and much 
courage. I promise you he will 
fight no more if you have the com- 
passion to give him his freedom and 
send him back to me in France. 

“This case was much discussed in 
America, but the United States is 
completely neutrai and will not do 
anything for him except ask for his 
release. 

“Your victory is now so near that 
the life of one United States pilot 
could not mean very much to you. 
I promise he never will bear arms 
again. 

“I trust your understanding. 

“He has been out of the hospital 
only a few months after an appendi- 
citis operation. I’m afraid prison 
life’ will kill him. 

“IT was an actress for many years 
and only now have I found: my hap- 
piness. Please don’t destroy it. 
Please answer my letter so I may 
know what to do and if I may 
hope, 

“I have had no dealings with the 
Barcelona Government. Any - in- 
structions you give me will be car- 
ried out faithfully.” 

Franco wasted no time. He wrote 
assurance that he had neither need 
nor desire for the life of the avia- 
tor who, he said, was in excellent 
health, He told Mrs. Dahl to ask 
the Spanish Central Government to 
arrange for the release of any cap- 
tured insurgent aviator and _ said 
that when such release was granted 


he would send Dah] to France oo |

30 Transports Land Troops. 

Japanese troops were rushed 
ashore from 30 Japanese transports 
in the Yangtze off Woosung, the 
beachhead established by the Jap- 
anese 12 miles north of Shanghai, 

Chinese planes bombed the Jap- 
anese troops as they attempted to 
land at Woosung. Two direct hits 
were reported to have been scored 
on the concentrations. The Japan- 
ese airdrome near the Yangtzepoo 
area was bombed. 


Heavy batteries of artillery were 

ferried from the transports and 
lighters took off great quantities of 
ammunition and supplies. More 
transports are on the way from 
Japan. 
Powerful tractors took 32 pieces 
of heavy field artillery into the 
Yangtzepoo sector. Until now, six- 
inch guns have been the heaviest 
land artillery used by the Japanese, 
The Chinese have had nothing larg- 
er than three-inch pieces. 


It was four weeks ago today that 
the undeclared war between China 
and Japan engulfed this commere 
cial port city of 3,500,000—the great- 
est trading center of the Orient. Yet 
both sides occupy much the same 
positions as at the beginning, with 
the mechanized Japanese force une 
able to budge the Chinese. The de- 
fenders are holding the Japanese to 
narrow areas fringing the two rivers 
that form the Shanghai delta, 


Fighting On All Sectors. 


Desperate engagements took place 
today on.-all sectors of the front, 
from Lotien on the northwest, along 
the shores of the Yangtze to Woo- 
sung and from there along the 
Whangpoo south to Shanghai pro- 
per. 

Japanese bombers spread destruc- 
tion in the Pootung district in an 
effort to blast out the Chinese bat- 
teries that have been harrassing 
their warships for two weeks. 

Heavy smoke billowed up from 
the Socony-Vacwum Co.’s plant. 
Japanese said that the tanks had 
been fired by bombs dropped op 
four Chinese batteries.

AMMUNITION TRAINS

Vanguard Awaits Orders to 
Cross Yellow River and 
Join Yen, the War Lord 
in Shansi Province. 

By the Associated Press. 

PEIPING, Sept. 10. — The pow- 
erful Chinese Communist armies of 
Gen. Mao Tse-tung were reliably 
reported today preparing .to take 
the field in Shensi and Shansi pro- 
vinces to block the thrust of the 
Japanese army in Northwest China. 

The first independent word of 
the Communist torces in many 
weeks was brought here today by 
foreign missionaries evacuating the 
interior. They reported they had 
seen long trains of ammunition, 
light and heavy artillery and all 
sorts of war supplies moving west- 
ward from Gengyang across the 
Yellow River to reinforce the Shen- 
si Communists. 

Their 10-year-old difficulties with 
the Central Government at Nan- 
king buried in the face of the pres- 
ent crisis, the Communist armies, 
long bitter foes of the spread of 
Japanese influence, were awaiting 
orders to cross the Yellow River 
into Shansi province and bolster 
the troops of the aged war lord, 
Gen. Yen Hsi-shan. 

100,000 Well Trained Men. 

The 100,000 well trained Com- 
munist soldiers would be added to 
an equal number of Shansi pro- 
vincial and Central Government 
troops already concentrated in 
Northern Shansi province where 
Japanese have penetrated after an 
advance from Peiping through 
Southern Chahar province. . 

United States missionaries, flee 
ing from the Shansi zone of war, 
reported that heavy Chinese forces 
were massing at Yenmenkuan, the 
great wall pass 50 miles south of 
strategic Tatung, where a battle 
was expected. 

The Japanese advance was re 
ported to have reached Yangkao, 
30 miles northeast of Tatung, and 
to be pressing on against the rail- 
road junction there. 

Vast numbers of reinforcements 
from Japan—many of them high 
school lads whose spare time is 
spent searching out Chinese poetry 
books — were being concentrated 
here for the push into Northwest 
China along the railroad from Peip- 
ing to Suiyuan province. 

Some 20,000 new men were 
camped at China’s famed Temple. 
of Heaven, and planes and artil- 
lery batteries were being unloaded 
from railroad cars at Chienmen 
Station. Six mechanized batteries 
of the heaviest artillery yet seen 
here were brought in during last 
night and this morning, still 
wrapped in straw as they had been 
shipped from Japan. 

Irregulars Hamper Japanese. 

Bands of Chinese irregulars were 
harrying the Japanese operations 
around Peiping, and Japanese 
bombers blasted at Yuanmingyuan, 
the ancient Manchu summer palace, 
which lies, stark and ruined, seven 
miles northwest of Peiping near 
the American-supported Yenching 
University. 

The Japanese bombing attack 
was preparatory to a general cam- 
paign to wipe out the Chinese ir- 
regulars, whose raids have played 
havoc among the Japanese troops. 

Japanese claimed to have an- 
nihilated 400 Chinese troops in the 
ancient summer palace, ruined in 
1860 by British and French troops, 
but there was no independent con- 
firmation of the success of the air 
raid. 

Gen. Juichi Terauchi, former Jap- 
anese Minister of War, arrived at 
Tientsin to take full command of 
all Japanese operations in North 
China. He found the Japanese 
forces operating wouth of Tientsin 
against the Chinese concentrations 
at Machang frustrated by heavy | 
Trains. 


The general Japanese advance 
had been planned to coincide with 
Terauchi’s arrival, but the weather 
willed otherwise. Fleets of Jap- 
anese planes managed to take off 
from the rain-flooded air field and 
bomb military trains and concen- 
trations in the field, however. 

Rains Prevent Operations. 

The continued rains were work- 
ing equally effectively against 
Chinese operations in the vicinity 
of Tientsin. Large detachments 
have penetrated the Japanese lines 
and are seeking to outflank the 
Japanese, pinch off their rear and 
cut their railway communication 
between Tientsin and its port of 
Tangku.

Secretary of Utah Company Replies 
to Charge of Secretary of 
Treasury Morgenthau 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Sept. 
10.—Mine depletion is a reality, not 
an income tax loophole, Leo J. 
Hoban, secretary of the Hecla Min- 
ing Co. of Wallace, Utah, told the

Whole City Infested. 

“It is no exaggeration to say,” the 
grand jurors continued, “that every 
section of this city is infested with 
slot machines fed by youths’ coins, 
or race track gambling establish- 
ments, popularly known as ‘smoke 
shops,’ who depend for their patron- 
age on the housewife and others 
whose economic status is such that 
their expenditures for gambling 
purposes deprives families of the 
necessities of life and reduces the 
legitimate channels of trade. 

“There are some who see no harm 
in gambling mechanisms, and they 
may have a_ case. Nevertheless, 
there are state laws which prohibit 
the operation of gambling slot ma- 
chines and bookmaking, and these 
laws are violated to a considerable 
extent in the city of St. Louis. 

A Dangerous Growth. 

“Financial returns to the gam- 
bling fraternity from slot machines 
and smoke shops are so great, and 
their connection with undesirabie 
social forces has been so often 
proved, that to allow gambling to 
continue as it has is to permit a 
growth in the community that 
might seriously poison it. 

“The Circuit Attorney’s office has 
advised that in a great many cases 
of embezzlement, the origin is the 
bookmaker. With embezzlement in 
the rear, the bookmaker has ad- 
vanced, and his insidious power has 
proceeded almost unchecked in the 
community.” 

Beverly Brown, chief of the 
racing information distributors 
against whom the grand jury de- 
manded action, has been a power- 
ful figure behind the scenes in lo- 
cal Democratic politics. As told by 
the Post-Dispatch last December, 
he has furnished bail bonds for 44 
persons, most of them precinct elec- 
tion officials, now under indictment 
on election fraud felony charges. 
In few, if any, of the cases, did 
Brown receive a fee for this bond- 
ing service, the aggregate liability 
on which is $207,500. 

Brown’s sworn statement of his 
qualifications as a bondsman placed 
his net holdings of property at $60,- 
000. It is customary, in the crimi- 
nal courts, to accept bondsmen for 
totals larger than their stated 
worth, on the theory that it is un- 
likely that all of their bonds will 
be forfeited.

SUN YAT-SEN'S WIDOW 
SEEKS AID FOR CHINA 


Nation’s Leading Educators 
Join in Plea to World for 
Help Against Japan. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Sept. 10.—Madame 
Sun Yat-sen, widow of the “father 
of the Chinese revolution,” Dr. Hu 
Shih, China’s most noted philoso- 
pher, and Dr. Tsai Yuan-Pei, best 
known of China’s educators, were 
among the signers of an appeal, 
which was cabled yesterday to so- 
cieties in many countries. 

The appeal urged “the peoples of 
the world to pool their material, 
spiritual and moral strength to 
help China deal a death blow to 


Japanese militarism so that justice, 
law and morality may be vindicated 
and the spirit of aggression may be 
destroyed.” 

Madame Sun, sister of Madame 
Chiang Kai-shek, and Dr. Hu were 
educated in the United States. 

After reviewing Japan’s conquest 
of Manchuria and establishment 
there of a protectorate, Manchou- 
kuo, and Japan’s campaign in 
North China, the appeal stresses the 
recent killings of thousands of 
Chinese non-combatants by Japan- 
ese air bombings. These, the ap- 
peal says, “have horrified the en- 
tire worid.” 

“Not only this,” it continues, “but 
the Japanese army has deliberate- 
ly bombed institutions of learning, 
libraries, hospitals and Red Cross 
units. The Japanese even have at- 
tempted to murder the British Am- 
bassador to China (Sir Hughe 
Montgomery Knatchbull-Hugessen) 
while he was motoring to Shang- 
hai on a mission of peace. 

“That is only one more instance 
of the Japanese army’s contempt 
for all the decencies and accepted 
canons of international law. Jap- 
anese military men and diplomats 
declare that Japan’s only desire is 
to secure China’s co-operation for 
the promotion of Oriental culture 
and peace. But what the Japanese 
militarists mean by co-operation is 
the absolute subordination of China 
to Japan’s policy of aggrandizement 
and China’s co-operation in ousting 
American, British, French and Ger- 
man trade from the Far East. 

“We are fighting not only for 
ourselves and our country, but also 
for millions of the Japanese people 
who, we are sure, do not subscribe

CHEMICAL CAUSING 
F AINTING SUGGESTED 
AS WAR HUMANIZER 


Use Would Make Possible Cap- 
ture of Foe, Says Scientist 
at Convention. 


By the Associated Press. 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 10. 
—Making warfare less barbarous 
with acetyl choline, a drug capable 
of causing instant fainting of 
enemy soldiers, was suggested at 
the American Chemical Society 


meeting here today. 

Acetyl choline is one of the most 
active chemicals known. The most 
minute quantity, when injected into 
the blood stream, causes a marked 
lowering of blood pressure. Faint- 
ing is the result, Recovery ig rapid, 
unless measures are taken to delay 
it, and there are no ill effects, 

In combat, it was suggested, the 
chemical would cause soldiers to 
fall unconscious and be subject to 
capture in large numbefs., 

The circumstances under which 
it might be used for war were ex- 
plained in an interview today by 
Dr. R. R. Renshaw of New York 
University, who with D. Green and 
M. Ziff, reported to the medical 
section some new findings on its 
action in the muscles. 

One grain of the chemical would 
be enough to affect the blood pres- 
sure of an army of more than 
1,000,000 men. 

There is an apparently feasible 
method of getting it into the blood 
of soldiers. It cannot be used as 
a gas, but because of its potency 
it can be fired in specid] type ar- 
tillery shells. These would be shells 
of a tile-like material, in which the 
acetyl] choline would be impreg- 
nated. They would be designed to 
burst, on explosion, into small splin- 
ters. Even a small scratch by such 
a splinter, Dr. Renshaw said, would 
be sufficient to cause almost 
instant fainting.

Proposal Given to Parley.

Complete agree- 
ment on all details had been an- 
nounced by the British delegation 
shortly before the conference 
opened. 


The draft of the protocol which 
the British and the French want 
the other Powers to adopt already 
has been submitted, unofficially, to 
Soviet Russia and several other na- 
tions. Swift approval of the plan 
was forecast. It was learned au- 
thoritatively that it embraces an 
actual mutual assistance agreement 
among the nine Powers. 


The preminary pian of the Brit- 
ish and French would divide the 
Mediterranean into territorial wa- 
ters and high seas, 

Riparian states would retain full 
control of their territorial waters 
and do their own policing there. 

Along the great Mediterranean 
sea route, all craft found under 
water would be regarded auto- 
matically as piratical, and subject 
to immediate attack by warships of 
the nine-power international fleet. 

British and French men-of-war 
would be the bulwark of this fleet. 
Planes and dirigibles would watch 
over merchanf shipping.’ 

Submarines on the surface, fly- 
ing their own national colors, would 
not be molested. 

Included in the plan would be the 
provisions for humanization of sub- 
marine warfare decided on by im- 
portant powers in 1936, including 
Italy and Germany. 

There would be warship convoys 
of the type employed in the World 
War to protect neutral vessels. Brit- 
ish and French warships would 
form these convoys at ports such as 
Southampton and Havre. 

Italy, Germany to Get Plan. 

Once drawn up, the Nyon proto- 
col will be submitted to Italy and 
Germany, either directly or through 
the Non-Intervention Committee. 

French Foreign Office officials 
said they already had received as- 
surances from Turkey and Greece 


of their support for patrols cover- 
ing shipping lanes off their coasts. 

Of the 10 invitations issued by 
London and Paris only seven were 
accepted. Albania, under the fi- 
nancial and diplomatic sway of 
Rome, joined Italy and Germany in 
declining to go to Nyon.

Mussolini’s Paper Lays Attack to 
Spanish-Russian Submarine.

Mussolini’s newspaper accused Rus- 
sia today of putting piracy into the 
Mediterranean. 

Il Popolo d'Italia, in an appar- 
ently inspired article, charged that 
a  “Hispano-Russian” submarine 
fired a torpedo at the British de- 
stroyer Havock Sept.-1, off Eastern 
Spain. 

That was the incident which 

brought repeated attacks on neu- 
tral Mediterranean shipping to a 
crisis. At the time there were 
broad hints in Britain that an Ital- 
ian submarine was suspected as 
the Havock’s attacker. 
* Il Popolo also blamed Russia for 
Spanish Government aerial attacks 
on the Italian Cruiser Barletta and 
the German pocket battleship 
Deutschland in May. These inci- 
dents led to Germany’s shelling of 
Almeria, Spain. 

After those attacks, said the 
newspaper, Italy sought to obtain 
international solidarity to stop 
“these brigantine aggressions,” but 
“no initiative was taken by the 
French or English.”

Alfred Stehlin’s Plea of Guilty and 
Sentence Acceptable to Cir- 
cuit Attorney. 


Alfred Stehlin, 17 years old, who 
admitted, after his arrest last 
month, that he had committed at 
least 110 burglaries in 10 months, 
was sentenced today to seven years 
in the Algoa Intermediate Reform- 
atory by Circuit Judge John W.

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FINED ON ST. CHARLES 
SLOT MACHINE CHARGES 


Two Men Penalized $200 Each 
on Pleas—Ten Deny 
Guilt. 


Twelve persons indicted by: the 
St. Charles County grand jury 
Wednesday night on charges of per- 
mitting slot machines to be set up 
in their taverns were arraigned to- 
day before Circuit Judge Edgar B. 
Woolfolk, who had accused _ the 


grand jury of “sitting on evidence.” 
Two pleaded guilty and were fined 
$200 each. The others pleaded not 
guilty. 

Those fined were Alex Kluth Jr., 
proprietor of a tavern at 204 North 
Main street, St. Charles, and Joseph 
Wilmes, proprietor of a tavern at 
Josephville. 

Those who pleaded not guilty and 
their places of business are: Miss 
Stella Dickherber, Wentzville; John 
Stock, 1914 West Clay street, St. 
Charles; Albert Ostmann, 343 North 
Main, St. Charles; Helmuth Meier, 
408 North Second street, St. 
Charles; Bernard Eisenbath, Wentz- 
ville; Roy Koelling, Defiance; 
Charles Gross, Hamburg; Gerttreal 
Fridley, Hamburg; A. L. Stephens, 
Gilmore; Waldo Fluesmeier, Au- 
gusta. 

Each furnished $700 bond return- 
able, except in one instance, on Oct. 
25. The exception was Gross’ bond, 
made returnable Oct. 4. 

Another slot-machine indictment 
was against Carlyn Green, proprie- 
tor of a tavern at Wentzville, taken 
in custody this afternoon. 

Maximum penalty for the offense 
charged is one year in jail and a 
fine of $500. I. has been the prac- 
tice to assess a fine of $50 to $150 
on a plea of guilty, depending on 
whether the defendant was a first 
offender. 

In its report to the court the 
grand jury criticised officials of 
St. Charles city and county for lax 
enforcement of the law’ against 
gambling devices. 

Judge Woolfolk called the grand 
jury before him last week and 
made the charge that it was “sit- 
ting on evidence.” He pointed out 
that no indictments had been re- 
turned, although he had supplied 
names of witnesses who appeared 
before the jury. 

St. Charles is one of the 37 Mis- 
souri counties in which Gov. Stark 
and Attorney-General Roy McKit- 
trick, in a joint letter, called om 
prosecutors to move immediately 
against slot machines and other 
gambling devices. Judge Woolfolk 
told the grand jury that the letter 
put St. Charles County law officers 
and the grand jury itself “on the 
spot.” 

Calvin Moorhead of O’Fallon was 
arrested, charged in three indict- 
ments with robbing three taverns of 
$100 each last Feb. 24. He was 
charged with taking the money 
from Norma Kleeschulte, employe 
of a tavern in Wentzville; Ben 
Stephens, proprietor of a tavern in 
Gilmore; Margaret Dickherber, em- 
ploye of a tavern in Wentzville. In 
the robberies, committed by four 
men, nine slot machines were taken 
also. 

Altogether, 22 indictments were 
returned by the grand jury and 
suppressed pending arrests.

Charges of manslaughter and 
felonious wounding against Brad- 
ford Shinkle Jr., 35 Portland place, 
will be tried before Circuit Judge 
Albert R. Breuer at Linn, Mo., on 
a change of venue granted Wednes- 
day by Circuit Judge J. Wesley Mc- 
Afee.

Shinkle, son of the vice-president 
and treasurer of the Johnson, Ste- 
phens & Shinkle Shoe Co., appeared 
before Judge McAfee today to ar- 
range a new bond of $5000. It 
was signed by the same  per- 
sons who supplied his previous 
bond. 

Charges against him are based on 
an automobile accident on Lindell 
boulevard last Feb. 25, in which 
Emmett J. O’Brien, a city employe, 
was killed, and Gus M. Fennerty, 
another city employe, seriously in- 
jured.

CLARK SUPPORT 
FOR REELECTION 


Kansas City Boss Says St. 
Louisan Has Made a 
‘“‘Wonderful Senator” and 
Will Be Chosen Again. 


CLARK AND TRUMAN 
CONFER WITH HIM 


He Denies Discussion Con- 
cerned Federal Patronage, 
Declaring That Was 
Gone Over Previously.

KANSAS CITY, Sept. 10.—Sena- 
tor Bennett Champ Clark of S&t. 
Louis has the indorsement of T. J. 
Pendergast, head of the Kansas 
City Democratic organization, for 
re-election next year. 

Pendergast announced after a 
conference with Clark and Senator 
Harry S. Truman yesterday that he 
would support Missouri's senior 
Senator for renomination and elec- 
tion. Pendergast supported Charles 
M. Howell against Clark in 1932. 

Senator Clark, a leading opponent 
of President Roosevelt’s scheme to 
remake the Supreme Court, re- 
ceived the friendliest,of greetings 
from James A. Farley, chairman of 


- the Democratic National Commit- 


tee, whom he accompanied in a 
trip across Missouri Wednesday. 
Pendergast’s Statement. 

“In my opinion,” Pendergast said, 
“Senator Clark has made a won- 
derful Senator for the State of Mis- 
souri, and will continue to make 
one, It igs my belief that the Sena- 
tor will be renominated and 
elected.” 

Pendergast said he had told Sena- 
tor Clark before that he would be 
for him, but “to allay any suspi- 
cions on anybody's part, I want to 
say now that I am going to support 
him.” 

Pendergast emphasized that 
Clark’s candidacy was not even 
mentioned at the conference which 
he said concerned national and 
State politics. Also, he added, noth- 
ing was said about Federal patron- 
age ag that had been gone over 
“long before any thought of the 
prosecution of Kansas City election 
fraud cases.” 

Pendergast evidently referred to 
a reported agreement between the 
two Senators whereby Clark would 
handle patronage in Eastern Mis- 
souri and Truman in Western Mis- 
souri. 

Also he apparently referred to a 
recently published report that Tru- 
man would seek to replace Maurice 
Milligan, District Attorney who is 
prosecuting the election fraud cases 
here, when Milligan’s term expires 
next February. 

Clark Recommended Milligan. 

Milligan was appointed nearly 
four years ago on the recommenda- 
tion of Clark. The District Attor- 
ney is a brother of Jacob L. Milli- 
gan, unsuccessfully supported by 
Clark for the Democratic senatorial 
nomination in 1934 against Truman, 
who was Pendergast’s candidate. 

In 1932 Howell ran second to 
Clark in a field of five candidates 
for the senatorial nomination. 

Since these two senatorial pri- 
maries, the first won by Clark and 
the second by Pendergast’s man, 
the relations betweeen Clark and 
Pendergast apparently have been 
most friendly. 

Farley, while here Wednesday 
night, talked to Pendergast by tele- 
phone.

PRESIDENT DEDICATES 
TV A'S WHEELER DAM 


Presses Key in Hyde Park 
Home—$37,000,000 Project 
on Tennessee River. 


By the Associated Press. 

WHEELER DAM, Ala., Sept. 10. 
—The $37,000,000 Wheeler dam, 
third huge power, navigation and 
flood control project of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, was ded- 
icated today. 

President Roosevelt pressed a 
key in his home at Hyde Park, N. 
Y., to sound a siren here which sig- 
naled raising of the American flag 
over the mile-long barrier across 
the Tennessee River. The dedica- 
tory address was delivered by 
Speaker William B. Bankhead of 
the House of Representatives. 

The dam, between Decatur and 
Muscle Shoals, Ala., with genera- 
tors now installed will contribute 
90,000 horsepower to the power pro- 
gram of the Government’s economic 
experiment under the T V A. The 
authority already is operating war- 
time Wilson dam, and Norris dam 
near Knoxville. The dam here, com- 
pleted early this year, was named 
for Gen. Joseph Wheeler, cavalry 
leader of the Confederacy. 

Statement by President. 

President Roosevelt wired the T 
V A: 

“The entire nation has a vital in- 
terest in the dedication today of 
this important link in one of the 
nation’s great hydro highways. 
Wheeler Dam, second T V A navi- 
gation and flood-control project to 
be completed and placed in service 
since the inception of this project 
in 1933, meets the popular desire 
expressed through congressional 
mandate for planned conservation 
and utilization of the natural re- 
sources of a complete watershed. 

“Through unified control, the 
Tennessee River is stepped up for 
navigation and, in the reverse or- 
der, stepped down for flood control. 

“At the same _ time, incidental 
generation of power by these ‘steps’ 
provides a means of reimbursing 
the Government in large measure 
for the monies expended for the de- 
velopment and control of our inte- 
rior waterways. As all sound proj- 
ects should do, Wheeler Dam makes 
an incidental contribution to the 
public welfare by adding another 
important unit to the nation’s parks 
and providing a sanctuary for the 
conservation of wild life.

SEVERELY GENSURED 


tions at Civil Courts and 
Municipal Courts Buildings. 


The system of supervision and 
maintenance of the Municipal 
Courts and Civil Courts buildings 
was censured severely in the report 
of the June term grand jury, made 
to Circuit Judge J. Wesley McAfee 
today. 

“It is our opinion,” the grand 
jury said; “that the responsible or- 
ganization of the Municipal Courts 
Building is inexperienced, and has 
no conception of modern methods 
for supervision and building main- 
tenance, such as exists in private- 
ly owned buildings. 

“The condition of the Municipal 
Courts Building is a discredit to the 
city. The interior is dirty, with 
walls and windows unwashed; the 
plumbing is unsanitary and faulty; 
the painting is shabby-looking; and 
much plastering is defective.” 

The Civil Courts Building, while | 
still in good condition because of | 
its newness, was declared to be in 
danger of getting into “as deplora- 
ble a condition as the Municipal 
Courts Building,” as the same 
policy amd organization appeared 
to exist there. 

Other buildings and institutions 
were commended in the main, but 
the “terrible overcrowding” of City 
Sanitarium was deplored. The sani- 
tarium was said to lack clothing, 
and bedding for inmates, and suf- 
ficient barber and dental service, so 
that the inmates are shaved only 
once a week. The staff in charge 
Was commended. 

The House of Detention was de- 
clared to need a thorough house- 
cleaning. Kemoval to a new loca- 
tion, with more fresh air and sun- 
shine, was advocated. 

Under the head “Public Funds,” 
the grand jury stated that an ade- 
quate appropriation for an inde- 
pendent audit of city finances by 
the grand jury would be advisable; 
there is now no such appropriation. 
It was suggested that the Mayor’s 
audit of city funds should be made 
by a different accounting firm each 
year, instead of by the same firm, 
as in recent years. ;

“The Constitution is a great char- 
ter of liberty under law,” he con- 
tinued. “It has served us well dur- 
ing a century and a half of progress 
without parallel in the history of 
the world. Nevertheless, it is not 
unchangeable. 

“In any government, where men 

d women are free, they must 

have the right to change their form 
of government. Otherwise, they 
would not be free. The Constitu- 
tion itself contemplates change. It 
provides methods of amendment by 
the people. 
“Its great principles, like the re- 
eeipts of the Ten Commandments, 
do not change. But its genius lies 
in its flexibility. Over and over 
again, the Supreme Court has held 
that the principles of an ordered 
liberty under the law must be ap- 
plied to conditions as they are to- 
day, not as they were yesterday.”

Blue Trousers, Shirts and Dresses

Another attempt to require jan-

WITNESS SAYS HE WAD 


GOODYEAR LABOR SPY 


Afraid to Testify at Gadsden, 
Ex-Employe Is Heard at 
Birmingham. 


By the Associated Press. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Sept. 10.— 


Gradey Cleere, a former employe 
of the Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Co. of Alabama, testified today he 
was hired by that firm to spy on 
the activities of the United Rubber 


Workers of America at Gadsden, 
where the Goodyear plant is situ- 
ated. 

Cleere was called before the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board at a 
special session of the hearing on a 
complaint charging the company 


U RW A. 

In previous testimony in the 
hearing at Gadsden Cleere had 
been described as a “company dep- 
uty.” 

The hearing was transferred from 
Gadsden today after Cleere ex- 
pressed apprehension for his safety, 
and Examiner Walter Wilbur said 
he realized the witness’ state of 
mind would affect his testimony. 

Cleere said he was given a job 
in the Goodyear plant by L. E. Mil- 
ler, employment manager, and O, 
L. Bottoms, who worked in the em- 
ployment office. Bottoms was iden- 
tified by the witness as the head of 
the “Goodyear gang.” 

Bottoms was a “spotter for Good- 
year and spent most of his time 
downtown,” Cleere testified. 

His Spying Duties. 

Cleere said Miller talked with him 
several times regarding his “spying 
duties,” and was disappointed be- 
cause he could learn little of the 
U R W A activities in the plant. 

“I was supposed to talk with 
them, but they were wise to me and 
wouldn’t talk,” he said. 

Cleere also testified he was pres- 
ent at a meeting of the “gang” June 
18 or 19, 1936, in the Goodyear com- 
pany cafeteria at which Bottoms 
informed members of the group 
“we are going to break up that 
union meeting.” 

“Bottoms told us ‘we don’t need 
no damn Yankees to show us how 
to run our business.” He told us to 
come to City Hall, they were go- 
ing to deputize 50 men each from 
Goodyear, Dwight Manufacturing 
Co. and the Gulf States Steel Co.” 

Cleere said he was sworn in at 
Cjty Hall the following day and in- 
| structed to “keep the union organ- 
_izers out.” 

Transfer of Hearing. 

The order transferring the hear- 
ing to Birmingham was entered 
after a protest by O. R. Hood, 
Goodyear counsel, who denied there 
Was reason for apprehension, and 
proposed calling of the National 
Guard to assure the witness’ safety, 

Yelverton Cowherd, counsel for 
the URW4A, and Mortimer Kole 
lender, board counsel, told the exam- 
iner at Gadsden “occurences -here 
give a basis of fact to this witness’ 
apprehension.” They gave no dee 
tails in the public hearing, but Cow- 
herd said Cleere had been threat- 
ened as he was leaving his hotel. 

In moving for the transfer, Kol- 
lender said “this particular witness’ 
relationship to the respondent 
(Goodyear) has been such that he 
is under apprehension for his per- 
sonal safety. The board feels he 
would not be able to give full testi- 
mony, in view of this feeling, and 
his apprehension has a basis in fact 
which I would prefer not to go into 
further at this time.” 

Goodyear Counsel Objects. 
Hood then said: “The charge 
implied by this motion is unfounded 
and this kind of thing has been 
directed at the people of this com- 
munity so often we propose. to 
prove to the satisfaction of this ex- 


'aminer and the board that Gadsden 


‘is as peaceful as any community 
| anywhere. 


“The troubles here, as we expect 


| to prove by testimony at this hear- 


ing, have been the normal out- 
growth of labor disputes the coun- 
try over. 

“We resist the motion an another 
method of charging that this is a 
lawless community, given to mobs 
and riots, which we deny is true 
now, or has been true in the past.”

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HOLLYWOOD PROBLEM: 
WHAT ABOUT HISTORY? 


Great Loves of Past Were 
Fatal, and That Kind 
Won’t Work. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Sept. 10.— 
History by its intrinsic quality of 
being something not in the pres- 
ent, is one of the few cinematic raw 
materials over which Hollywood has 
no control. Gold, they say, can buy 
anything in the present and even 
alter events yet to come; but it 
cannot change the story of yester- 
day. 

This, since history is providing 
continually more of the motion pic- 
tures’ story material, is rather 
lamentable. History at the same 
time is the most fruitful and the 


most difficult of the cinema’s story 
sources; it offers facts which tran- 
scend in fascination and impor- 
tance anything scenarists can de- 
vise, but it harnesses them with 
circumstances which make their 
adaptation into motion pictures 
risky indeed. 

For example, historic loves are 
ideal cinema materia! They are 
familiar to the public, they are epic 
by their very nature, they are con- 
ducted on the grand scale because 
anybody sufficiently important to 
be historical would love, too, in a 
big way. Thus historic loves should 
be able to provide scenario founda- 
tions for alj the films Hollywood 
produces, except for a major dif- 
ficulty: Historic loves seem in- 
variably to have been fatal loves. 
Death in the last reel is not a fa- 
vored treatment among film mak- 
ers. History should havé been more 


This poses an unhappy alterna- 
tive for those film producers who 
feel they must dabble in the past. 
Should they employ history literal- 
ly with its sad endings? Or should 
they fellow the Hollywood custom 
of writing and rewriting the story 
until] it retains none of its original 
qualities, but fits the happy-forever- 
after formula? 

Since love makes the cameras go 
‘round, this is no small problem. It 
has been solved, more or less, by 
what appears to be accepted policy 
among the screen’s historians: If 
history is presented as itself, it is 
adhered to even through the fatal 
love; if an historic episode is em- 
ployed as background for an arti- 
ficial love story, history is deviated 
from sufficiently to crown the love 
with a happy future. 

The last year has brought to the 
gcreen segments of many of the 
world’s most interesting historical 
periods. With amazing consistency 
these historical and pseudo-histori- 
cal films have kept to a high stand- 
ard, probably because not even the 
worst film technicians can-fail to 
extract drama from anything dra- 
matic enough to be history. : 

“Fire Over England” was an ex- 


ample of what the cinema can do 
with the past, while retaining the 
film’s own peculiar story formula. 
Against the carnage of the Spanish 
Armada’s attack on England, the 
photoplay cast «a love legend which 
permitted Laurence Olivier and 
Vivien Leigh to face a joyful future 
together. This treatment, of course 
is satisfactory so long as celebrated 
historical figures who actually per- 
ished are not kept alive for love's 
sweet sake. For example, it would 
not have done for Parnell to have 
survived past his allotted years 
merely to add romantic flavor to 
his story. 

Sometimes mere recording with 
cameras of what is supposed to 
have taken place fails to interest 
some of the Hollywood scholars, 
who must add their own fertile ma- 
chinations to fact.

Bound even less by fact are the 
Cecil B. DeMille type of historical 
photoplay—“The Ten Command- 
ments” through to “The Crusades.”

Nevertheless, 
these spectacles, unconstrained as

The road thus is made 
easier for the true historical films. 

In time, it appears, the world will 
have a filmed “Gone With the 
Wind,” which ought to be the quint- 
essence of cinema histories. What 
is happening to its story in the 
studios, and into what category it 
will fall as regards historical truth- 
fulness, remain to be seen. Cer- 
tainly here is an opportunity for 
Hollywood to imagine Reconstruc- 
tion days with an honesty unknown 
to most representations of that era.

There are now six of these institu- 
tions, four of them at Madrid and 
two—a base hospital and a tent hos- 
pital—on the Cordoba front. They 
are staffed by more than 100 Amer- 
ican doctors, nurses and ambulance 
drivers, in addition to about 450 
Spaniards. 

2000 Patients Treated. 

Indicative of the work that these 
hospitals are doing is the fact that 
in one of them alone more than 
2000 patients were treated during 
the first 10 days of July, said Dr. 
Pitts. 

“It was our plan to open strictly 
military hospitals,” said Dr. Pitts, 
“but we soon found out that we 
Were in a different war than the 
one that took us to France in 1917. 
This Spanish affair may be on a 
lesser scale, but it is much more 
vicious, being directed in large part 
against the civilian population. The 
intimidation of the people behind 
the lines and the effort to wreck 
their morale by heavy cannonading 
is a recognized psychological weap- 
on of the Fascists. 

“Their air raiies on Madrid seem 
directed against the tenement sec- 
tions of the city more often than 
against its business sections,” he 
went on. “As a result, we have had 
to care for many civilians in our 
hospitals.” 

Unprepared Medically. 

Medically, Loyalist Spain was ut- 
terly unprepared for war when the 
Fascist revolt broke out, said Dr. 
Pitts. Even when he arrived in 
Madrid the wounded were “still be- 
ing brought in trucks like cord- 
wood.” Thanks to the efforts of 
French, English and Czech, as well 
as American medical units, there 
has been a marked improvement, 
he said, but much work still re- 
mains to be done. 

“I have seen undergraduate den- 
tal students performing major ab- 
dominal operations,” said Dr. Pitts. 
“There just wasn’t anyone else to 
do them, and because of the explo- 
sive bullets used by Franco’s forces 
it was necessary that something be 
done in a hurry. 

“The doctors now in Spain are 
utterly unselfish, Many of them 
have given their own blood to their 
patients. Dr. Raymond Byrne of 
the New York Polyclinic Hospital 
had been on duty for 32 hours as a 
surgical assistant when a 16-year- 
old Spanish boy was brought in. 

“One look at his wounds was 
enough to show that a transfusion 
was necessary. Without hesitation 
Dr. Byrne, dog-tired as he was, 
climbed on the table and gave of| 
his blood.” 

Transfusions Simplified. 
The problem of blood transfusions 


has been greatly simplified by Dr. 
Norman Bethune of Montreal,” who | 
has been placed in charge of a! 
blood supply depot in Madrid, said | 
Dr. Pitts. There Dr. Bethune col- 
lects blood from civilian volunteers 
and cans it for use wherever it 
may be needed. 

“Another great step forward will 
be the hospital on wheels that we 
Americans are now building,” said 
the doctor. “It will consist of an 
ambulance equipped as an operat- 
ing room, another arranged as a 
laboratory and drug store, and five 
bullet-proof light ambulances for 
carrying wounded out of the zone 
of fire. There will also be buses 
that will serve as wards with from 
12 to 16 beds each. This setup will 
®st about $50,000. And it is to 
raise the $50,000 that I came back 
to the United States.” 

Dr. Pitts was placed in charge 
of the organization of the American 
hospitals in Spain not only because 
of his service in the army from 
1917 to 1923, but also because he 
was in charge of the organization 
of hospital facilities in South Amer- 
ica for the Standard Oil’ Co. ‘from 
1923 to 1931. In the line of this 
duty he learned to speak the Span- 
ish that has been invaluable to him 
since last spring. 

“There igs no longer any serious 
doubt about the outcome of the 
Spanish fighting,” said Dr. Pitts. 
“No one can say how long the war 
will last. That will depend pretty 
much on how much help the rebels 
get from Italy. But in the end the 
Government will win. Earlier this 
year that was doubtful, but there 
has been a very definite change in 
the picture. In July the Loyalists 
took the offensive for the first 
time. And that worked wonders 
for the morale of the whole coun- 
try. And they are preparing to re- 
open their schools—even the univer- 
sity.”

DIES IN ALPENA, MCh. 


Former East St. Louis Con- 
gressman, 71, Succumbs 
After Paralytic Stroke. 


William A. Rodenberg, former 
East St. Louisan who was Repub- 
lican Congressman for 20 years 
from the Twenty-second Illinois 


District, died today in a hospital at 
Alpena, Mich., after suffering a 
stroke of paralysis last Friday. He 
was 71 years old. 

He was taken to the hospital 
from the summer home of former 
Senator James A. Reed of Missouri 
at Flat Rock Club, near Alpena, 
where he suffered the attack and 
fell down a flight of stairs, injuring 
his head. Physicians were unable 
to say immediately whether death 
resulted from the stroke or the 
head injury. 

His body will be taken tonight 
by train to Washington, where he 
had practiced law since 1923. 

Mr. Rodenberg, a stanch  sup- 
porter of Republican administration 
policies and legislation throughout 
bis entire political career, first was 
elected to Congress in 1898. He 
was defeated in 1900 by Fred Kern, 
newspaper publisher of Belleville, 
now dead, and in the 1912 Demo- 
cratic landslide, he again was de- 
feated by A. W. Baltz of Millstadt. 
In all his other campaigns he won 
by substantial majorities. In 1922 
he announced his decision not to 
run again. 

A Standpat Spokesman. 

In Congress, he was one of the 
principal spokesmen of the stand- 
pat Republicans. Known as a hard- 
hitting campaign orator, he made 
several “keynote” speeches at Re- 
publican national conventions, five 
of which he attended as a delegate. 
He served as chairman of the Illi- 
noig Republican State convention in 
1920, and made the nominating 
speech for Frank O. Lowden for 
Governor. 

In the House, he served as a mem- 
ber of the important Committee on 
Rules, was chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Flood Control, was a 
member of the Elections Commit- 
tee, and chairman of a Committee 
on Industrial Arts and Expositions. 
He obtained a number of historical 
monuments for various towns in his 
district. 


Born Near Chester, IIl. 

The son of a German Methodist 
preacher, he was born on a farm 
near Chester, Ill. He taught school 
for seven years after leaving col- 
lege, becoming active in politics at 
the same time. He was a scholar 
of German and spoke the language 
fluently. As State organizer for 
the Modern Woodmen he built up 
a wide acquaintance, which aided 
him in his congressional races. 

He never missed an opportunity 
to keep up his early friendships 
with voters of his district. He paid 
attention to their requests, as many 
postoffice buildings and other Fed- 
eral structures and agencies, estab- 
lished in the district during his 
terms, attest. 

Surviving are his wife and two 
sons, William R. of Chicago and 
Robert, with whom he lived. at 
Washington.

Fascist and Communist Ideas 
Adopted by Britain in Control 
Of Mediums of Propaganda 


Government Monopoly of Radio and Wire 
Service Cited—Proposed Power Merger 
Criticised as “Tory Socialism.” 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 10.—A brand-new 
Socialistic idea of his majesty’s con- 
servative government is causing 
trouble. 

Proposals for amalgamation and 
co-ordination of electricity produc- 
tion. facilities have resulted in jibes 
that the government is resorting to 
“Tory Socialism.” 

This change envisages formation 
of the electric production industry 
into 76 groups and 47 subdivisions 
—123 companies—out of the present 
370 municipal and 250 private power 
and light companies. 

Briefly, the plan would join pub- 
lic and private plants into larger 
units, some owned privately and 
some publicly. 

Municipalities fear their plants 
will be absorbed by private com- 
panies without compensation to the 
taxpayer-owners although private 
companies being taken into munici- 
pal systems provide for additional 
payments to stockholders. 

On the other hand, private groups 
are worried whether parliament is 
laying down the principle of “event- 
ual public ownership” for the en- 
tire industry. 

Votes Against Plan. 

The London county council voted 
against the national government 
plan, and Herbert Morrison, labor- 
ite council leader, declared: 

“This is not an honest electrical 
proposition at all. It is one that 
is actuated by political expediency 
because of the financial! interests in 
the conservative party.” 

But whatever the outcome and 
by whatever name the plan event- 
ually is called, political and eco- 
nomic observers agree the British 
Government can absorb any part 


of any other country’s political 
thought and make it fundamentally 
British. 

They cite the British Broadcast- 
ing Corpcration as an example of 
Fascist thought. The BBC is a 
Government controlled organization 
frankly ready to become a world- 
wide propaganda medium in time of 
war. 

On the Communist front is the 
postoffice which operates the. tele- 
phone and telegraph systems on 
the Communist theory that the Gov- 
ernment can do the job better and 
cheaper than a private corporation. 

The London county council in its 
slum clearance and re-housing pro- 
gram is Socialist; it was, in fact, 
fostered by a Socialist government. 

Armament Subsidies. 

And the council through the Lon- 
don Passenger Transport Board has 
a finger in London’s huge bus, tram 
and underground systems, 

Tremendous slices of national 
government money are going into 
factories for rearmament, location 
of new factories in areas where un- 
employment is heavy, and into na- 
tional health and fitness schemes. 

Under the heading of democracy 
comes the subsidies paid to farm- 
ers for encouragement of grain pro- 
duction. New plans are under way 
further to guarantee crop prices, 
provide extensive veterinary serv- 
ices, and lower the cost of fer- 
tilizer. 

The state is working more closely 


than ever with the iron and steel | 


industry as a result of the urgency 
for rearmament, and some see evi- 
dence of an intensification of gov- 
ernment protection so the industry 
may develop itself into a regulated 
monopoly.

GENEVA, Sept. 10.—The League 
of Nations Economic Committee is- 
sued a warning last night that po- 
litical appeasement in the world 
was necessary before there could be 
any far-reaching improvement in 
the economic situation, 

Enormous expenditures on ar- 
maments, it said, eventually may 


injure world prosperity. 

The present activity in the iron 
and steel industries and even in 
consumption goods was attributed 
partly to large expenditures on ar- 
maments. 

This is one of the factors, the 
committee said, which lead some 
authorities to regard the present 
trade improvement as “unlikely to 
last.” 

It added: “Normalization of eco- 
nomic relations might seem futile 
when grave conflicts infect all 
minds with uneasiness, but it is 
more necessary than ever to seek 
economic improvement and thus 
contribute to, and safeguard, 
peace.” 

Besides the ninety-eighth session 
of the League Council, the commit- 
tee on the reform of the League 
gathered to consider steps to 
strengthen the League covenant 
which was weakened with the col- 
lapse of international sanctions 
against Italy’s Ethiopian conquest. 
The reform project had been re- 
vived principally on the initiative 


of Chile after languishing for sev- 
eral months. 

The council, with Italian, Ger- 
man and Japanese representatives 
absent, already had before it the 
Spanish Republican Government’s 
charge of Italian intervention in 
Spain and China prepared to ask 
for League action against Japan for 
its invasion of China. .

POLITICS OR PUBLIC HEALTH? 
Which is it to be in St. Louis—politics or public 
health? 

That is a foremost question confronting the city 
today. If there is anyone who doubts it, let him re- 
view the following set of facts: 

‘Last December, St. Louis placed into effect its new 
milk ordinance, modeled after the standard ordinance 
of the United States Public Health Service, which 
some 700 communities, including Chicago, Louisville 
and Portland, O., had previously adopted. The purpose 
of the legislation was to provide adequate standards 
for the city’s milk supply, enforceable through inspec- 
tion and the power to require compliance on the part 
of shippers to St. Louis. ' 

In order not to work a hardship on milk and cream 
producers and the dairies to whom these producers 
sold, the several provisions of the ordinance were not 
all placed in effect at one time, but were arranged 
in a schedule. For example, although parts of the 
ordinance became effective last Dec. 15, the labéling 
sections, requiring honest labeling on the bottle 
caps, did not become effective until last week. The 
important grading provisions will not become effec- 
tive until next December. 

The enactment of the ordinance was hailed by May- 
or Dickmann and his followers as an outstanding mu- 
nicipal achievement, reflecting credit upon the Dem- 
ocratic city administration. When the Mayor became 
a candidate for re-election, the Democratic City Com- 
mittee, headed by Robert E. Hannegan, made the milk 
ordinance the subject of a platform plank. Taking 
pride in “the most effective measure for milk con- 
trol ever attempted by any previous administra- 
tion,” the platform went on to pledge “our candidate” 
to see that only men qualified to discharge the im- 
portant duties under it would be appointed to admin- 
ister the ordinance, strictly in accordance with its 
“spirit and intent, to the end that the health and wel- 
fare of our citizens may be thus more fully pro- 
tected.” 

In applying those portions of the ordinance in ef- 
fect, City Health Commissipner Bredeck ran into dif- 
ficulties with the Waterloo Milk Co. of Waterloo, Ill. 
Dr. Bredeck’s complaints against the company were 
that it had failed to submit a list of its producers to 
the Health Department, that it was shipping un- 
inspected milk and mixing it with inspected milk 
and that it had not paid its city milk tax. 

Despite warnings, the alleged offenses continued, 
and Dr, Bredeck asked for the revocation of the com- 
pany’s license by the Board of Public Service. The 
public hearing was first set for Aug. 24. On that 
date, the company asked for a continuance. The 
continuance was granted and the case was reset for 
Aug. 31. When Aug. 31 arrived, the aforesaid Robert 
E. Hannegan, chairman of the Democratic City Com- 
mittee and former lobbyist for the City of St. Louis 
at Jefferson City, announced that he had been em- 
ployed as counsel and would need time to “familiarize 
himself with his client’s records.” In order to ac- 
commodate Mr. Hannegan, still another continuance 
was granted. 

The company had its day before the Board of Pub- 
lic Service, Sept. 3, when Mr. Hannegan admitted 
there had been “minor infractions” and recommended 
that the company be placed on probation. The Health 
Commissioner did not agree. He said that the com- 
pany had continued to jeopardize the city’s milk sup- 
ply after repeated warnings and that revocation of 
its license was imperative if the milk ordinance was 
to mean anything. Health Department statistics 
showed that the company had brought in 1,435,000 
pounds of uninspected milk which it did not report 
during the first seven months of the year. 

Then came the revocation of the license and, hard 
on the heels of that, the sweeping injunction issued by 
Judge Sartorius which has had the amazing effect of 
freeing the Waterloo company from any necessity of 
complying with the ordinance in any respect. This 
dangerous state of affairs will exist until next Thurs- 
day, when the order is returnable in the court of 
Judge Kirkwood. 

We repeat: Is it to be politics or public health in 
St. Louis? Mr. Hannegan’s committee took credit 
for the milk ordinance when it served their ends in 
a@ mayoralty campaign last spring. Now he is hired 
to attack it because, in the words of the president 
and general manager of the milk company, he is a 
“Democrat.” As if a lawyer's political affiliation 
should have the slightest influence in a case of vital 
importance to the public health! 

This case cannot. be settled a minute too soon.

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THAT “WORKING PARTNERSHIP.” 
It is shocking to find the New Republic’s veteran 
Washington correspondent, T. R. B., openly champion- 
ing spoils politics and taking Mr. Roosevelt to task 
for not playing the discredited game which was al- 
ways condemned, even in our complacent periods, by 
everyone except its beneficiaries. 
The subject of the correspondent’s comments is the

*Auto-Intaxication”’

NDER the engaging title, ‘“Auto-Intaxi- 

cation,’ Lane D. Webber, a member of 
the board of directors of the California Tax- 
payers’ Association, recently took up the 
alarming growth of taxes in this country, 
and suggested a way to reverse the trend. 
The picture is that of a nation which has per- 
mitted politicians to spend money so reck- 
lessly that each family now pays from an 
eighth to a quarter of its income in taxes. 

Mr. Webber uses the higher figure, It may 
be exaggerated. The Northwestern National 
Life Insurance Co.'s detailed estimate comes 
to 12.7 of the income of families earning less 
than $1800 a year. It is larger in the higher 
income brackets. 

Even if this be taken as correct—and the 
insurance company itself recognizes that the 
estimate is probably too low—it means that 
the average wage earner works at least six 
weeks each year for the politicians. 

Mr. Webber's declaration of independence 
ffom excessive taxation is pointed, He 
makes seven specific charges: 


“1. That we have too many and wunneces- 
sary activities upon the part of the Gov- 
ernment, too often accompanied with great 
waste and inefficiency therein, as well as in 
the execution of those functions which are 
essential. 

“2. That we have prospered and progressed 
and can prosper and progress with very 
much less government.

ST. LOUISAN WRITES 
OF SHANGHAI BATTLE 


Woman Employed by Power 
Co. Sees Shelling, Air Bat- 
tles, Bombing of Hotel. 


A letter describing vividly the 
Japanese attack on Shanghai has 
been received by Mr. and Mrs. 
Jerome Karst, 7008 Amherst ave- 
nue, from their daughter, Miss 
Mina T. Karst, an employe of the 
Shanghai Power Co. Miss Karst 
was one of the Americans evacuat- 
ed on the liner President McKinley, 
and now is temporarily in Manila. 

Miss Karst, former student at 
Mary Institute, began the letter on 
Aug. 14, but was unable to com- 
plete it until eight days later. In- 
terruptions were caused by inces- 
sant gunfire, the roar of air bombs 
and her hurried departure from the 
embattled city. She departed with 
only $40 and those possessions she 
was able to pack in a canvas duffle 
bag. 

“Yesterday hostilities really start- 
ed in Shanghai,” Miss Karst wrote, 
“and I have had my first experience 
with gunfire. It all seemed like an 
adventure and a new thrill until 
last night, when I went up to the roof 
of my hotel, from where I could 
watch the conflagration in Chapei 
and listen to the artillery fire. It 
seemed dreadful to be feeling so 
safe and listen to people being 
killed. 

Fighting Stops Sight-Seeing. 

“Earlier in the afternoon I wan- 
dered down to the Hongkew dis- 
trict with a friend. We wanted to 
see the barbed wire entanglements, 
sandbag barricades and some activ- 
ity besides the exodus of refugees. 
Hongkew is the Japanese section of 
the city. Just a few feet from 
Rouge road three foreign men came 
rushing out and warned us not to 
go any farther, that fighting had 
begun. We started home by anotlh 
er street, but Rouge road drew us 
like a magnet. We strolled back 
and peeked around the corner and 
saw Japanese soldiers lying in the 
road on their stomachs behind sand 
bags. 

“There were Japanese with fixed 
bayonets all over the place. Just 
then I saw Mr. Zip, a young 
Chinese. He was in a dither. He 
had been caught in Rouge road 
and couldn’t get out.” 

The following day at her office, 
Miss Karst added another para- 
graph: “I just heard the most ter- 
rific reverberation. From the win- 
dow I can see smoke from. the 
aerial bombs, We think that 
Chinese airplanes tried to bomb 
the Japanese consulate, and the 
Japanese retaliated by firing big 
guns from their ship. I don’t feel 
afraid, just excited. 

“In the last 24 hours, I have 
learned to distinguish the fire of 
machine guns, anti-aircraft guns, 
heavy and light artillery and trench 
mortars. I have seen ambulances 
and trucks go by which at first 
glance seemed to be loaded with 
raw meat. It was really horrible, 
end still I don’t blame the Chinese 
for flying over the settlement. The 
Japanese insist upon keeping a bat- 
tleship anchored practically in the 
settlement, and Japanese troops are 
allowed to carry out maneuvers in 
the settlement.” 

Sees Bomb Hit Palace Hotel. 

Describing air _ battles, Miss 
Karst said she had learned “a re- 
spect for shrapnel.” She saw a 
bomb strike the Palace Hotel. Two 
hours earlier she had eaten lunch 
within two blocks of the hotel. She 
stated that an “irresistible fascina- 
tion” kept her from leaving zones 
under air bombardment. 

“T saw the bomb drop on Avenue 
Edward VII. You have read, of 
course, that hundreds of people 
were killed and thousands were 
wounded,” Miss Karst wrote. “It 
was just announced over the radio 
that Americans should stand by for 
evacuation. I have even fished out 
that little American flag that papa 
handed me just before leaving. 

“I never will forget the ride in 
the tender to the Yangtze where 
the Dollar boat awaited us. I was 
down in the very depths usually 
allocated to the steerage. In a very 
few minutes heavy firing started 
and a big gun managed to deposit 
a shot in the water next to the 
tender, causing it to vibrate terri- 
bly. I thought my day of doom had 
come. 

“There were Japanese ships the 
whole length of the river, and when 
we got to the Yangtze I counted 20 
more. A large Japanese warship 
had the audacity to circle the Mc- 
Kinley twice looking for cameras. 
I innocently took several pictures, 
not knowing cameras were forbid- 
den.” 

Miss Karst, who is 30 years old, 
has been in China about seven 
years. She formerly worked for 
the Chinese Airways and an Ameri- 
can corporation.

Sev- 
eral thousand cheering women out- 
side rushed double lines of the 
guards to reach the hall’s entrances 
when Hitler arrived. 


The women’s leader asserted the 
place of woman in the third Reich 
was not limited to “children and 
kitchen,” as “spiteful foreigners” 
often imagine. (She omitted the 
word “church” which was included 
in the famous imperiai.dictum that 
the entire duties of a German haus- 
frau were her “kinder, kirche und 
kuechen.”’) 


Although she admitted the use- 
fulness of women in medicine, law 
and business, she stressed marriage 
and motherhood as the “highest 
achievements.” 

For young women she recom- 
mended six weks of voluntary serv- 
ice without pay “as mothers’ help- 
ers,” in farm or village families 
with more than five children. 


Beatings Out, Shooting Permitted, 


Dictator Hitler told a delegation 
of Nazi policemen why they could 
not carry clubs any more. A police- 
man, he said, should have such 
authority that people either would 
obey him or expect to get shot. 

“But,” he said, “what is intolere 
able is to belabor people on the back 
with clubs as though they belonged 
to barbaric tribes.” : 

Hitler dedicated 23 police flags 
and reviewed a police parade from 
his hotel balcony. This was the 
first time the police have carried

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—The French 
franc pinged sharply lower in foreign ex- 
change dealfngs today, continuing a move- 
ment first apparent yesterday after publica- 
tion of a bearish Banw of France report. 

A new trek of refugee funds from Paris 
to London and Amsterdam forced the 
currency down .07 1-3 of a cent to 3.56, 
a new low level since 1926. Advices indi- 
cated the French official control fund, 
which operated only sporadically today, 
would permit the franc to “find its own 
level,”’ rather tha nrisk its dwindling gold 
fund in an effort to Support it now. 

Heavy governmental borrowings, indi-

S I have said on innumerable 
occasions, the bidding should be 
used as an invaluable guide to 
the play. Even this dictum, how- 
ever, must be qualified by other 
and more concrete factors. 

I once watched a charming 
woman defend against a slam con- 
tract. The player who turned out 
to be the dummy had opened the 
bidding with a psychic club bid, 
and his partner then had climbed 
rapidly to six spades. The lady se- 
lected the heart ace as her opening 
lead, and the dummy went down 
with good spade support, a single- 
ton heart, a long solid diamond suit 
and twe miserable little clubs. Hav- 
ing collected one trick, my eyes 
almost popped out of my head when 
the opening leader, after furrowing 
her lovely brows, switched to a 
trump. Her partner, of course, had 
the club ace and may, for all I 
know, still be holding it. To a gen- 
tle question as to why she had not 
switched to a club, the lady replied: 
“Why, clubs were bid!” 

Of course, nohe of my readers 
could reach this height of naivete, 
but I will venture that many of 
them do lose games by trusting 
the adversaries’ bidding too far. 
That is what happened to East in 
the following hand: 

North, dealer.

EST, not unnaturally, was im- 
W presses by the heart bid and, 

therefore, chose to open his 
fourth highest diamond. Declarer 
won with the jack, and cleared the 
club suit by leading to the ace and 
back to the queen. 


East, in with the club _ king, 
should have seen that defeat of the 
contract was highly unlikely un- 
less West had substantial heart 
strength. South had bid strongly. 
Surely there was little chance that 
West held the spade and diamond 
aces. Thus, when East woodenly 
returned his partner’s opening lead, 
he was virtually giving up. De- 
clarer, of course, proceeded to run 
off a total of 10 tricks. 

The correct defense on East’s part 
required the lead of precisely one 
card, namely the heart jack. It is 
easy to see what then would have 
happened. Whether declarer cov- 
ered or not the defenders could 
have taken five heart tricks.

Mock Chicken Pie 


Two seven-ounce cans of tuna 
fish. 

Two cans of chicken broth. 

Three scant tablespoons of flour. 

Two rounded tablespoons of but- 
ter. 

Salt, pepper, celery and onion salt. 


Pie Dough 


Slice the tuna fish to represent 
slices of chicken. Melt the butter 
and flour and stir until smooth. 
Gradually pour on the chicken 
stock and let cook until smooth 
and thickened and add seasoning 
to taste.

§ pink eye or two. It’s a joke to 
the friends, but not so funny to 
the owner. 


Pink eye is an inflammation of 
the external layer of the eyeball— 
the conjunctiva. This mucous mem- 
brane covers the eyeball and is re- 
flected over the inside of the eye- 
lids. The inflammation is caused 
usually by infection with some sort 
of germ, but it may be caused by 
a chemical or by sunburn. The 
conjunctiva being a mucous mem- 
brane, discharges its outer cells 
when inflammation occurs—a ca. 
tarrh—so that the acute cases are 
called catarrhal conjunctivitis. 


In a way, everyone should be 
grateful to the existence of con- 
junctivitis, for our present knowl- 
edge of eye diseases comes from it. 
It is astonishing to think how little 
was known of eye diseases a hunt 
dred years ago. The story told by 
one of the early American oculists 
was that a patient consulted him 
with a cinder in the eye. It had 
been there long enough so that in- 
flammation and ulceration had set 
in. The oculist asked him in aston- 
isment why he had not consulted a 
physician. 


“I did,” replied the patient, men- 
tioning the name of a general prac- 
titioner. “Three visits.” 


“What did he do for you?” 


“Gave me three rounds of castor 
oil.” 

The first scientific study of eye 
diseases was begun when the En- 
glish soldiers returned from the 
Napoleonic wars with chronic con- 
junctivitis—trachoma—acquired in 
the campaigns in Egypt and Spain. 
None of the English doctors was 
prepared to treat them, so two 
young physicians decided to spe- 
cialize in the eye, and they founded 
the hospital— Moorfields, in London 
—which today is still one of the 
greatest eye hospitals in the world. 


Simple, acute pink eye usually is 
due to the pneumoccoccus, a cousin 
of the germ that causes pneumonia, 
and is treated by simple measures 
of cleansing with sal solution or 
boric acid solution, and by antisep- 
tics such as optochin or mercury or 
acroflavine. Silver preparations 
such as argyrol should not be used 
except under a physician's advice, 
and should not be continued for a 
long time, as they produce staining 
of the skin. 


HRONIC conjunctivitis or re- 
current conjunctivitis may be 
due to repeated styes or infec- 
n of the hair follicles of the eye- 
lid. These can be reduced or pre- 
vented by brushing the edge of the 
eyelid with a weak (5 per cent) so- 
lution of alcohol with a camel’s hair 
brush. 


A form of conjunctivitis picked 
up in swimming pools has been de- 


|scribed and yields best to the ap- 
| plication of 2 per cent quinine bisul- 


phate ointment. 

Foreign bodies, such as cinders, 
bring on an acute condition of in- 
flammation which is agonizing to 
the victim. Attemps to relieve this 
before calling a doctor are usually 
in order. 


For this a drop of castor oil in 
the eye is advised by Dr. Henry S. 
Gradle (in Health and Life Series). 
The oil is heavy enough so that it 
frequently carries the cinder to the 
corner of the eye, where it can easi- 
ly be removed. 


If this does not work, roll a 
clean piece of surgical cotton on a

Bearded Star Awarded Studio 
Title as Special Distinction for His 
W ork in The Life of Emile Zola"

N a way, the English actors are 
| a good deal more fortunate than 

their American brothers, They 
don’t get paid so much, but there’s 
always the chance that they may 
get a title. And there’s nothing an 
actor would rather be called than 
“Sr. 

In these United States there is 
no King to tap a mime on the 
shoulder with a broadsword and 
give him the right to tack a “sir” 
on the front of his name. They can 
give him an “Oscar’—the annual 
award of the Academ) of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences—but it 
isn’t quite the same. After all, as- 
sistant directors, film cartoon mak- 
ers, cutters, sound men and _sup- 
porting players can also win “Os- 
cars,” 


There are times when this lack of 
a suitable way to confer nobility on 
an actor is deeply felt. And one of 
those times is now upon us with 
the release of Warner Bros.’ “The 
Life of Emile Zola,” starring Paul 
Muni. 


The Brothers Warner, impressed 
by the film, as well they may be, 
have decided that its star merits 
something for his work beside gold- 
plated statuettes, critical encomiums 
and a weekly pay check.

They have igsued an order that 
henceforth their first-string beard 
wearer shall be officially known as 
MR.

There was precedent for this.

Suggestions 
For Training 


School Child 


Most of Routine Established 
Last Term Must Again Be 
Taught. 
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By Angelo Patri 


HE new term brings new pupils, 
T te teacher is likely to forget 

that the habits she drilled into 
the last class are unknown to this 
one, The routine established so 
carefully last term has to be as 
carefully established again if things 
are to move with ease and speed 
and regularity. 

First, traffic regulations. All 
movements to the right. Down this 
aisle, up that. Always. All outer 
clothing, sweaters and coats and 
caps and overshoes in the wardrobe, 
on the hooks, in the lockers as- 
signed for them. All group move- 
ments to signals. The careful 
teacher teaches these movements 
as a lesson during the first week 
and keeps at them until they are 
routined. 

Teach responses to rapid drills, 
or fire alarms, the first week and 
keep teaching them until they are 
swift, silent and sure. Make these 
serious classroom exercises, no 
jokes about them. See that there 
are several good leaders for such 
drills, so that if one is absent there 
will be no hesitation at critical 
points. 

Teach children how to collect and 
distribute materials. Train the 
monitors. Good service means well- 
trained servers. One cannot take 
monitors for granted. Use differ- 
ent monitors for each set of ma- 
terials; train them to responsibility. 
and they will get something very_ 
precious out of their term of office, 
Monitorships are not prizes. They, 
are responsibilities assigned mem< 
bers of a class, duties to be pere 
formed and measured as to effi- 
ciency. 

Don’t make rules. Don’t say, “If 
a pupil does this, I will do thus to 
him.” A young teacher grew weary, 
of the steady stream of leavers and 
said, “The next child that asks to 
leave the room is going to go to 
the principal’s office.” The next 
child who needed to go from the 
room was afraid to ask. Make cone 
ditions the basis of whatever state- 
ment you make, of whatever action 
you take, and don’t meet things 
before they come to you. Keep free 
to use your good sense. 


S to leaving the room. There 

will be no problem about this if 

the children are interested in 
their work. Improve the teaching; 
improve the appeal of the lesson 
get the children to like what they, 
are doing by giving them work that 
they can do. They like what they 
can do well. Make that the starts 
ing place. Let anybody, who asks, 
go. Keep a record without saying 
too much about it and at the end 
of the week look it over. Select 
those who have gone too often and 
have their health investigated at 
once. The rest will take care of 
itself when the work is right. 

Make no loud complaint about 
the late pupil. Impress him of the 
importance of those early minutes 
by making important use of them, 
Stopping to scold the late pupil 
takes the time of the class. If it 
were really important to use that 
time, would you waste it that way? 
Wave the pupil to his seat without 
stopping an instant. Do your talk- 
ing to him later, in private. 

Do your correcting in private, if 
at all. Usually you will find that 
silence, a keen interest in the 
preservation of the lesson, its point, 
its time, its result, will carry the 
whole of the matter. Let the first 
week be set right and the term has

HENDAYE, French - Spanish 
ntier, Sept. 11.—Gen. Francisco 
nco’s Navarrese column, bat- 
fling the Asturian defenders of 
Gijon in a mountain snowstorm, 
were reported today to have cap- 
tured Mazucha Peak, dominating 
the coastal road to the Spanish 
Government’s last important Bis- 
cayan seaport. 
The battle lasted 14 hours, ac- 
ording to reports reaching the 
ench frontier. Foot by foot the 
Government troops, recruited from 
the Asturian mines, were driven 
from their positions on the west- 
ern ridge of the Cuera Mountains 
along the coastal road between 
Rivadesella and Villaviciosa. 

Villaviciosa, in the line of the 
insurgents’ westward march from 
is onlysahout 13 air 
miles east of Gijon. ériial trou- 
bles in Gijon, insurgent dispatches 
said, were hastening the fall of the 
city, just as they did at Santander 
last month. 

Leaflets Urge Surrender. 


Crowds of demonstrators were 
said to have marched in the streets, 
demanding a quick capitulation to 

e advancing insurgents. The 
populace 
was said to have been weakened 
by both bombs and propaganda 
leaflets, urging surrender, which 
raiding airmen have dropped. 

Sixty of Franco’s planes, equipped 
for high altitude combat, aided the 
insurgent land forces yesterday. 
They sprayed the Asturians with 
their machine gun fire and bombed 
defense mines which the Asturians 
had planted.
